Park on Tuesday, the son of Wrack 
—Pola Negri won easily by a good 
five lengths, going away. 

The Gaither trained, with Jockey 
McGovern up, liked the heavy going, 
turning in the time of 5:10 for the 
“about two miles and a_ half’ and 
took down the winner’s portion of 
the purse, $1,840. Torturer ran well 
off for the first turn of the field; 
moved quickly to the front, showing 
a lot of speed and in his final drive, 
Prattler could not get to him and 
was well beaten. The McConnell en- 
try ran in contention throughout.

Rocky Run Defeats 
Prattler On Friday 


Mrs. J. H. Whitney’s Son Of 
Rockminister Makes First 


Appearance In 4 Years 

The Dion Kerr trained Rocky Run, 
eight-year-old gelded son of Rock- 
minister from Mrs. John Hay Whit- 
ney’s Llangollen Stable, making his 
first appearance in four years, ere 
going on to further distinction at 
United Hunts on Tuesday, first upset 
the winning streak of Robert McCon- 
nell’s Prattler last Friday at Pimlico. 
After setting the pace throughout the 
two mile brush course, the veteran 
of 1934 stuck it out in the drive to 
capture the Cockeysville Steepechase 
from the Jack Skinner trained chest- 
nut by the narrow margin of a nose. 
Only four of the five starters finish- 
ed. Welsh Strawbridge’s Argonaut 
taking third, despite finishing lame, 
from J. W. Y. Martin’s Luckite, 
while Mrs. W. B. Haller’s High Mart 
fell at the fourth fence. 


Rocky Run took the lead immed- 
iately after the flag was dropped and 
Prattler was never more than two 
lengths away from him thereafter. 
Jockey Walker had the Whitney 
charge going nicely at all of his 
fences and Roberts, aboard Prattler 
who was the crowd’s choice to win, 
held the favorite under steadying 
restraint for a turn and a half of the 
course. They both carried 145 
pounds, as did Argonaut also. The 
latter raced strongly with them for 
about a mile and then went suddenly 
lame, slipping out of serious conten- 
tion, but had enough left to head 
home the Martin entry by some ten 
lengths. Prattler managed to get 
Rocky Run on even terms when they 
hit the stretch after the final fence, 
but was unable to draw clear in the 
drive that followed and, as_ they 
closed neck and neck, Rocky Run was 
on top enough to drop his nose over 
the finish line first. 

On Wednesday, November 2, Gor- 
don Perry’s Wilfred G., winner of 
two in Toronto this year, accounted 
for the first of some nine outings in 
the States when he showed the way 
to Morris Dixon’s Court Time in the 
Pikesville Steeplechase which brought 
out the unusually large number of 
ten starters and in which Mrs. Ethel 
Jacobs’ Atophan was third over 
Augustus Riggs 3rd’s Claque. 





RADNOR CUP RENEWED BY 
MRS. GEO. STRAWBRIDGE 


A new trophy has just been pre- 
sented to the Radnor Hunt for the 
renewal of the Radnor Hunt Cup by 
Mrs. George Strawbridge of Phila- 
delphia. The cup, to be raced for in 
the Spring meeting, is a magnificent 
sterling, gold plated urn. It was 
made in England in 1811 by Paul 
Storr and is now on exhibition at the 
Radnor Club House. Mr. William 
C. Hunneman, jr., chairman of the 
Radnor Hunt Races stated that the 
renewal of the Radnor Hunt Cup was 
made possible through the interest 
and generosity of Mrs. Strawbridge 
and that the cup is on a par with 
other trophies presented for hunt 
meet classics. 





Among others going in this event 
under claiming conditions, Mrs. Ar- 
thur White’s Swimalong raced well 
up until the twelfth fence, then tired 
when the winner, coming from be- 
hind, overhauled him. Also finish- 
ing were S. Bryce Wing’s Broadside 
King and H. H. J. Thomas’s Baffler, 
amateur-owner up. Mrs. D. Chamb- 
lin’s Editeur lost his rider over the 
next to the last fence and Tom Mott’s 
Persian Prince fell at the eleventh, 
bringing Walter Wickes’ Valpuiseaux 
down with him. 

The Hitchcock-McKinney combine 
returned to the fore on Thursday, 
November 4, with Farndale the odds- 
on favorite, to win the Monkton 
Steeplechase. This event developed 
into another exciting finish with 
Gwladys Whitney’s Millrace and 
Farndale taking the last fence head 
and head. Both blundered landing, 
but Mr. McKinney got the 3-year-old 
Forerunner colt back in stride before 
Jockey Clements man:ged to do the 
same with Millrace w!)'ch advantage 
enabled him to win by a length. The 
Jack Skinner trained Sea Ted from 
Rokeby Stable was third, carrying 
topweight of 152 pounds over J. Fred 
Adams, jr.’s Briar Blue. The only 
other starter, Rufus Finch’s Jolie 
Knight who went out to make the 
early running, lost out when he 
swerved at the eighth fence and un- 
seated his rider. 

Morris Dixon’s Court Time had 
better luck on Saturday last when he 
captured the Mt. Washington Steeple- 
chase by three lengths over Mrs. 
James Park’s Promoter, a slight fa- 
vorite.

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Sun Egret Takes 
Baltimore Stake 


Pimlico Sees Son Of Imp. Sun 
Briar Score In 13 Victory Of 
Season; Earnings $46,760 

Sun Egret, A. C. Compton’s 3-year- 
old *Sun Briar colt who pocketed one 
stake after another early in the year, 
returned to his winning ways at 
Pimlico last week to account for his 
first important event since the Ar- 
lington ’Cap in September when he 
carried off the sixth running of the 
Baltimore Autumn Handicap on Nov- 
ember 2. With this his 13th scalp 
of the season and one which netted 
him $3,015, while at the same time 
sending his total earnings for the 
year up to $46,760, Sun Egret re- 
turned the compliment to Accolade 
who beat him at Laurel by this time 
leaving the son of *Bright Knight 
far in arrears. 

Other chips from the *Sun Briar 
block to be again in the winners’ 
circle were Sanford Stud Farms’ 5- 
year-old Sunport, who is beginning to 
make it one a week these days at 
Narragansett and scored his latest 
on Monday last, and Mrs. F. J. Voll- 
mer’s 6-year-old gelding Sun Antioch 
who captured a six furlong dash at 
Pimlico on November 8, his seventh 
victory this season. 

The 2-year-old Pompey filly Out- 
done who flies the silks of Alfred 
Gwynne Vanderbilt brought a con- 
siderable triumph to her owner at 
his own Pimlico on November 4 when 
she annexed the Sagamore Handicap, 
named for his own nearby breeding 
establishment, and thereby dropped 
the $2,995 winner’s share of the 
purse into his coffers. Also among 
the juvenile performers this week, 
B. F. Whitaker’s Rock Maker did his 
bit for the Time Maker tradition by 
scoring in a six furlong dash at Pim- 
lico, his second so far. Another 
*Strolling Player youngster graduat- 
ed from the maiden ranks on Nov- 
ember 3 when E. W. Duffy’s Ballin- 
derry outran eleven other fillies to 
win by two lengths at the same track. 

That same day at Pimlico the 3- 
year-old Lancegaye filly Roseretter

ning of the Pickering Hunt Cup last 
Saturday in one of the raggedest 
races at any meeting. 

Small entry lists proved the initial 
discouragement ,a few scratches caus- 
ed the consolidation of the two tim- 
ber events, and a very bad accident 
to one of the spectators, due to care- 
less policing of the course, led up to 
the climax of the main race, which 
turned into a comedy of errors. 

Five started in the Challenge Cup, 
a three and a half mile post and rail 
journey, and at the fourth of the 
seventeen fences, the two leaders, 
Miss Teresa Schey’s Terry’s Winner, 
Mr. Frost up, and J. K. Leiper, Jr.’s 
The Fair Co-Ed, Mr. Disston in the 
saddle, took the wrong course. 

Mr. Frost quickly sensed his mis- 
take, took back, and went on, but 
The Fair Co-Ed went almost a mile 
before Mr. Disston, a rider substitut- 
ed at the last minute because of an 
injury to Mr. Frank Powers, and who 
had not had an opportunity to walk 
the course, realized his error and 
pulled up. 

By the fifth, Espadin and Arthur 
I. Meigs’s Red Ned, Mr. Dick Hamil- 
ton up, were well out in the lead, 
with Terry’s Winner a distant third. 
The Schey gelding went down at this 
jump, but Mr. Frost remounted and 
doggedly went on. 

Espadin held his lead till the thir- 
teenth, where Mr. Hamilton made 
his bid and easily assumed command, 
with Red Ned fencing faultlessly and 
increasing his lead at every stride. 
But at the sixteenth out went Mr. 
Hamilton on the wrong course, and 
although he finished second, after 
taking back, was disqualified for cut-

Mr. Stewart’s 
Cheshire Hounds 


(Pa.) 


Mr. Stewart’s Cheshire Foxhounds 
closed their cubbing season on Sat- 
urday, October 29th—hounds having 
hunted 43 days. 

While it has been an enjoyable 
season, With Fields ranging from 30 
to 50, on the whole scent was bad, 
and sport was not up to the average. 
Foxes are plentiful in all sections of 
the country, and are now beginning 
to run well and make good points. 
However, there have been several 
bad accidents, which will prevent 
two of the Cheshire’s most ardent 
and admired followers from follow- 
ing the hounds the balance of the 
season. On October 12th Miss Kitty 
Reeve, the very charming daughter 
of Mr. and Mrs. J. Stanley Reeve, 
started the ball rolling when her 
horse swerved into a wire fence and 
crashed down, causing Miss Reeve’s 
leg to be broken. A few days after- 
ward Mrs. Edgar Scott also had a 
fall, and had several vertebrae in her 
back fractured. On the same day 
Mr. Stewart’s second whipper-in, a 
most popular hunt servant, was 
thrown on the hard road, and suf- 
fered a fractured jaw. It is said 
that misfortune runs in cycles of 
three, so it is hoped that the Che- 
shire will be immune for the balance 
of the season. 

Several excellent hunts were re 
corded during the cubbing season 
but the best was on the closing day 
—Saturday, October 29th. The Meet 
was scheduled for Mr. C. V. Whit- 
ney’s at 8 o’clock, but as it was rain- 
ing hard in the early morning, the 
Meet was postponed until 10: At this 
hour the rain had ceased, and when 
the dog pack arrived, there was quite 
a gathering on hand to welcome 
them. The Meet at Mr. Whitney’s is 
always an attractive one, not only 
due to the charming background of 
the old picturesque house and the 
miles of grassland of the Doe Run 
Valley, but also because of the first 
covert, which is always drawn. This 
for generations has been known as 
“Stony Battery’, and is situated on 
a hill, which commands a very beau- 
tiful view of the entire country be- 
low. It is a sure find, and today was 
no exception, as hounds had hardly 
entered the covert, when a halloa 
from the west side proclaimed a fox 
away. Hounds settled on the line, 
and ran hard across the entire Val- 
ley, leaving Mullins Hill on the north. 
They then turned, and recrossed the 
Valley at Springdale, on to Mr. 
Campbell Weir’s house. A few min- 
utes check occurred here, but they 








hit off the line and ran to and 
through Barnard’s Thickets, and on 
to the Jones farm, where scent fail- 
ed, after a good 40 minutes. 

Hounds were taken to the Sheep 
Hill, where we at once found again, 
and a good fox went away, and the 
Field was given an extra good gal- 
lop of 90 minutes, which led to 
Pierce’s Woods. At this point hounds 
got close to their fox, and I was sor- 
ry to overhear the Master say to the 
huntsman he thought they had chang- 
ed foxes. A hat held high by a pas- 
sing motorist on the Lamberton 
Road pointed the way our pilot went. 
and in a few minutes the pack was 
racing away and running with a 
burning scent across the big grass 
enclousures, which lie between 
Pierce’s Woods and the Maule Farm, 
where hounds pulled him down in 
the open. 

The order for home was given, and 
I followed the hunt staff across the 
fields homeward bound. Soon our 
paths diverged. We stopped for a 
moment, and then I heard the cheery 
voice of our huntsman “Goodnight 
Sir.’”’ Another cubbing season is over, 
but lets hope we have many more, 
and may the current season be a bril- 
liant one. I stopped and gazed at 
the lovely picture in front of me. The 
pink coats of the disappearing hunt 
servants, surrounded by that grand 
pack of hounds, and those endless 
Cheshire grass fields in the distance. 
A little tinge of sadness crept over 
me, for there comes a time in life 
when seasons pass too rapidly. I 
rode on, and then joy came to me in 
the thought of the coming season, 
and that little verse of Edgerton 
Warburton’s. 

“Though the verdure of youth is now

With threatening 
weather, Hounds moved off prompt- 
ly. The line was a fairly long and 
fast one, with about twenty good 
sized fences, across the Dave Wood’s 
on through the Coldthirst’s, Morton’s 
and “Ingleridge’ to Mrs. Jane 
Garth’s ‘Ingleside’ and then to end 
on “‘Inglecress”’.

Everett Grewieal 
50 Year Foxhunter 


On the day of this seasons opening 
meet of the Millbrook Hunt (N. Y.), 
Mr. Everett L. Crawford, celebrating 
his fiftieth anniversary of fox hunt- 
ing in this country, was host at a 
hunt breakfast for three hundred and 
fifty guests. Among those present 
were many Masters and former Mas- 
ters of packs with whom Mr. Craw- 
ford has hunted as well as farmers 
and foxhunters of the Millbrook 
country. 

Mr. Crawford who began hunting 
regularly at the precocious age of 
nine comes from a long line of de- 
stinguished Virginia sportsmen. Over 
one hundred and twenty five years 
ago one of the Crawfords came from 
here and migrated to Monmouth 
County in New Jersey where he had 
the first pack of hounds and stable 
of hunters kept for sport in this sec- 
tion of the country. This early Craw- 
ford, as history mentions, was not 
very particular upon what quarry he 
ran his pack, foxes, deer and even 
slaves if good sport could be had. It 
is further a matter of record that 
this ancestor was buried in a village 
named Everett in his honor and that 
his pack after howling and roaming 
over his farm for days actually dug 
up the body. With or without rein- 
carnation of this antecedent’s spirit, 
the present Mr. Crawford is a true 
and tried fox-hunter. He began his 
sporting career with the Monmouth 
County Hounds. 

Dr. Howard Collins, ex-M. F. H., in 
a speech at the Millbrook anniversary 
hunt breakfast said that there never 
had been a harder rider or a more 
thoughtful one in the field than Mr. 
Crawford and that this held true to- 
day as it did twenty odd years ago 
when he first saw him hunting. Mr. 
Crawford in reply stated that in spite 
of broken arms, legs and lastly a 
broken back, his keeness was unim- 
pared and the first cubbing morning 
of the season found him at covert 
side after a sleepless night of antici- 
pation. 

Mr. Crawford has hunted with 
some forty five or fifty packs in this 
country and goes regularly to Eng- 
land to follow hounds. Congratula- 
tory letters and telegrams from most 
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of the Masters of packs he has visit- 
ed were received from all over the 
country. 

When I interviewed Mr. Crawford 
for the Chronicle, I asked him’ the 
age old question, ‘“What about Ameri- 
can hounds as compared to English?” 
He replied, ‘‘American hounds can be 
made as tractible and handle as 
easily as English hounds, but when 
they are broken to too high a degree 
of tractability they are very apt to 
lose the two things which make 
American hounds superior in_ this 
country to the English—namely, 
their nose and drive. The desire of 
hounds to get out and hunt must not 
be sacrificed.” In discussing the sys- 
tem of blooding hounds in England 
he said that American hounds love to 
hunt so that they don’t need blood. 

The conversation turned to horses 





and Mr. Crawford remarked, ‘The 
quality of horseflesh here has im- 
proved tremendously—but the 
thoroughbred is still far and away 
the best.’’” He put in a word of caut- 
ion, however, to the effect that those 
qualified to handle them. 

After a bit of persuasion I was 
able to obtain a statement from Mr. 
Crawford as to his. feelings about 
hunting in this country in general. 
He said, ‘‘America is a non-foxhunt- 
ing nation. The fact that so many 
new hunts have been formed—many 
in the face of farmer opposition or at 
least, without farmer cooperation, 
speaks well for the sporting future of 
the game.”’ Continuing he remarked, 
“My own preference is for American 
hunting for I am more interested in 
hound work than I am in huntsmen

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MR. JACKSON’S KIRWOOD KENNELS 


By J. B. van Urk 





Perhaps the greatest compliment that can be paid a true fox-hunter is 
to say of him, “he is a good hound man.”’ It implies everything. In visit- 
ing the Kirwood Kennels of the Radnor Hunt, Edgemont, Pa., and inter- 
viewing Mr. M. Roy Jackson for the Chronicle I came away with the deep- 
rooted impression that here was a man who knew hounds their breed- 
ing, raising, training and handling. 

Mr. Jackson has behind him long experience with many packs. Before 
taking over the mastership at Radnor he was successively M. F. H. at Rose 
Tree Fox Hunting Club, Fairfield & Westchester Hounds and Goldens 
Bridge Hounds. A number of years ago when first becoming interested in 
the breeding of hounds Mr. Jackson realized that the records of many 
American breeds of hounds were in bad shape so he started a comprehen- 
sive set of stud books. This work led to the formation of the Penn-Marydel 
Foxhounds Incorporated, an organization to which Mr. Jackson as President 
and founder devotes considerable time. 

In a foreword to the By Laws of this corporation it states as the aim and 
purpose of the organization, ‘‘to preserve purity in the blood lines of a 
species of the American foxhound which has... . been bred and hunted for 
generations through the southeastern sections of Pennsylvania, Maryland 
and Delaware.”’ Today there are over one thousand hounds registered and 
about five hundred listed. This is done by a system of white and blue cards. 
An American foxhound of the Penn-Marydel breeding and type is eligible for 
registration if the owner can furnish three complete generations. A hound 
is not eligible for registration (white card) unless he has less than one 
thirty second of outcross. A listed American foxhound is one that cannot 
be registered but which has a dam or sire of Penn-Marydel breeding. The 
get of a listed hound may become eligible for a certificate of registration 
if it (dog or bitch) is bred to a registered Penn-Marydel hound and the get 
of that mating bred to a registered P-M hound (dog or bitch). The result- 
ant hound is then entitled to registration. All hounds must be tatooed in 
the near ear with a litter number. Tatoo markers are furnished. 

According to Mr. Jackson it takes fifteen years to breed out a half-bred. 
In the breeding and culling process used at Kirwood Kennels about fifty per 
cent of all hounds bred are discarded. I inquired of Mr. Jackson why he 
liked American hounds better than English hounds or half-breds. He told 
me that “for the conditions in this country with its extreme changes in 
weather American hounds have better noses, have good voice and all the 
speed the horses can stand.” He likes the way English hounds handle but 
believes American hounds with enough and proper training ‘‘can be made to 
handle as well.’’ He doesn’t like half-breds because he believes them to be 
faster than their noses. Incidentally up until this season, Mr. Jackson has 
always hunted hounds in the field. There is, in my opinion, a great advan- 
tage in an M. F. H. being abe to expertly hunt his own hounds. This season 
he is hunting only the bitch pack and giving his huntsman, James O’Neal 
more opportunity for developing his own talents. This man, under Jack- 
son’s guidance, gives good promise. 

The Kirwood Kennels that house the seventy couples of Penn-Marydel 
Foxhounds beggar description. There could be no happier experience for all 
enthusiastic followers of hounds than a visit to them. I venture the state- 
ment that they are the finest, in every respect, in the world. Certainly there 
are none comparable to these in England or on the continent and I can’t be- 
lieve there exists their equal in America. 

Located on the Jackson estate they cover about five acres of ground. The 
buildings, looking out on one side over an entrance square are two stories 
high. The living quarters for the kennel help are on the second floors with 
storage rooms adjoining these in other wings. The runs are tremendous 
and each yard has water fountains and shade and weather protectors in 
them. In addition to the size and magnificence of the kennels the thing that 
impresses immediately is the absclute cleanliness of every part including 
the runs and grounds. 

“O’er all let cleanliness preside, no scraps 
Brestrew the pavement, and no half-picked bone 
To kindle fierce debate, or to disgust 
That nicer sense on which the sportsman’s hope 
And all his future triumphs must depend. 

There are salt baths for hounds to come through after hunting. This for 
scratches, wounds and sore pads. And besides this there is a disinfectant 
bath trough four feet deep that is used twice a week. Plank doors are open- 
ed in the floor of a passageway and hounds are sent through this dip. The 
hospital is large and up to the minute in equipment. The pens each have a 
toilet and shower arrangement at one end. There are two winter sun par- 
lors that accommodate the large pack. A bitches-in-heat quarters with en- 
closed runs has removable and sliding roofs. The spacious whelping pens 
and puppy quarters are in a seperate section of the kennels. The bitches 
and dog bunks are long and spacious. The bedding is sent down through 
chutes from the store rooms on the second floor. 

The kitchen has three large cookers, one of which holds twelve hundred 
pounds of food ata time. Pantries and feeding rooms are adjacent to this. 
The refrigerator is at least 10 x 16 and about 12 feet high. There is a large 
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Strap band for suug fit.

raw-meat feeding room which is used every day after hunting. The truck 
loading door, used for getting hounds out of kennels and onto trucks with 
the greatest of ease on days of appointments, is novel as is the specially de- 
vised entrance-way for any hound that might have straggled from the pack 
during the day’s hunting and arrives home in dead of night. Another 
unique gadget is a shower control handle located alongside of a kennelman’s 
bed that, upon turning, stops hounds from baying at the moon without the 
man getting out of bed or having to shout quiet. A covered loading shed 
removal truck takes care of the droppings, dirt and old bedding. There is 
even a steam dryer for the employees clothes. 


The feeding arrangement devised by Mr. Jackson is unique and remark- 
able in its efficiency. There are two rows of sanitary stalls which accom- 
modategwenty-one hounds on each side. Forty-two hounds are thus fed at 
a time and these when they are through give way to the next forty-two and 
soon. This system allows for control and regulation of the various diets. 
There is nothing hit or miss about the feeding—no slip-ups whereby any 
one hound gets too much or too little food—everything is handled scientifi- 
cally. The Kirwood summer ration is composed of hominy, oatmeal and 
crushed wheat made into a mush with the soup from cooking meat for pup- 
pies. Hounds are fed raw meat once a week in the summer along with this 
mush. The hunting season ration is raw meat every other day and a pud- 
ding made from cornmeal, oatmeal and crushed wheat. Some cooked meat 
is included in this ration. Whelping bitches and puppies are fed a prepar- 
ed food (Proto), the puppies also getting the pudding indicated. 


The kennel is under the management of Walter Broadbelt who lives in an 
attractive house on the kennel grounds. I was shown some of the favorite 
hounds. Among them were: Rattler, which is considered the best; Den- 
mark, also an honest hound and Pinto a wonderful road hound. Among the 
bitches Slipper is thought to be the fastest; other favorites are Dainty, 
Windy and Spotty. 


The general condition of the one hundred and forty odd hounds is uni- 
form and there is no question but that the scientific care and attention they 
receive and the surroundings they live in make this general excellence pos- 
sible. Mr. Jackson breeds three colors: blue tick, red tick and tri-color.

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TIMBER RACING 
The 25th annual Race Meeting and Farmers Day of the Pickering Hunt 


was run last Saturday on the rolling hills of the William J. Clothier place. 
There were farmers races, mule races, two races scheduled over timber, 
two brush , and a race across country for owners to ride in hunting 
pink with a minimum weight of 175 pounds. The Pickering Hunt has 
achieved personal charm and a friendly atmosphere which encourages hunt 
race meeting enthusiasts and the result is an impression of a hunt meeting 
that has something unusual to offer. As long as this personal charm is 
maintained at Hunt Meetings, with owners riding, interest can be maintain- 
ed 

A significant thing, however, was the fact that the timber race for thor- 
oughbred horses to be ridden by gentlemen riders with horses never hav- 





ing won more than one post and rail race did not fill and the race had to be 
combined with the Pickering Challenge Cup to be ridden by members of 
any recognized Hunt or by gentlemen riders. Five horses went postwards 
in this race that was won by Mrs. Howard Buck’s Espadin, but neither the 
interest or the quality of the race were as keen as in the Point to Point for 
the Clonsilla Challenge Cup. 

Riding at 175 pounds, the gentlemen owners in full hunting pink made 
a most colorful and exciting spectacle. They provided a great race. It did 
not matter if the pace was not as fast, from the spectators’ point of view, 
for they saw men riding good hunting horses over big post and rails. Here 
is the future in timber racing, the movement back to steeplechasing over 
real hunting country for just so long as hunting is maintained over post and 
rails there will be a place for point to points over timber. Committee mem- 
bers have the salvation of timber racing in their hands. It is up to them to 
see that timber races are run by horses who, in the discretion of the com- 
mittee, are fitting horses to race over timber. Theirs is the responsibility 
to maintain the quality, but they will have to exert their authority in a 
ruthless manner with no regard for the feelings of owners, but with the im- 
portance of upholding steeplechasing in this country constantly in mind. 
Even in the point to point, a condition will arise in which a horse is far su- 
perior to the other horses entered. In fact, Mr. J. G. Leiper’s Cherry Brook 
that won for the third straight time the Clonsilla Cup might have been con- 
sidered beyond the hunting horse for point to points. This committee did 
not think so, but if they had thought so, Cherry Brook could have been ex- 
cluded on the theory that he was not a hunting hunter suitable for point to 
points, but instead was a race horse to be raced as such. 

Here is the answer then to the problem of timber racing. The emphasis 
to be placed on the informal point to point with owners and hunters. Point 
to points between flags and over real hunting country, 175 lbs. minimum 
weight for owners. The committee who accepts the entries must exercise 
their authority and their judgement to exclude all horses racing over tim- 
ber who are not hunting horses. 

The eight horses that ran for the Clonsilla Challenge Plate at Pickering 
provided the high spot in an afternoon of Steeplechasing. Good men to 
hounds rode these horses over timber, and gave the clue by the excellence 
of their performance to the future of timber racing that must lie in the re- 
turn of the cross country race ridden by owners.

The Genesee Valley Hunt met on 
November 7th at 9 a. m. at the Ed- 
ward D. Mulligan’s Farm. M. F. H. 
William P. Wadsworth was hunting 
his own hounds. Two whippers in. 
Harry Andrews, kennel huntsman 
was first whipper in. Mixed pack of 


18 couple English Hounds. There 
were about 22 in the Field. The 
weather was warm sky overcast, 


ground damp in coverts, dry afield, 
good scent doubtful due to the re- 
cord November heat. 

Four minutes. after drawing, 
hounds uncovered a straight necked 
fox which gave a terrific burst of 
fifty seven minutes. Hounds streaked 
over the rolling hills. The field, with 
horses pushed to the limit, found it 
difficult to keep in their wake, the 
pace was so great. An interesting in- 
cident occurred when a fresh fox ap- 
peared and ran alongside of the 
original line within a distance of 100 
yards. Greatly to their credit, not a 
single hound in the pack broke from 
the original line. They had a stout 
hearted fox and they stuck to him. 

With 60,000 acres of authorized 
hunt country in which to run, this 





wire, the field checked momentarily 
while an irate farmer said his piece 
about being on his pasture land and 
requested that everyone get off. This 
was done at once. (The master visit- 
ed this man and straightened every- 
thing out in a most friendly fashion 
after the day’s hunt).

Well, wild ducks are finding their 
way into our kitchens now and al- 
though I received a lot of cracks last 
year about my way of cooking them 
I still stick to my guns, as I have had 
them a lot of places and I like my 
way best. 

The reason I am running this duck 
job over again is because so many 
people ask me how to cook them and 
what to serve with them. 

Eighteen minutes in a hot oven is 
the right time for cooking, but that 
part of it is only the half of it. It 
is the serving that counts. Nothing 
is more horrible than a duck practi- 
cally raw and partly cool. THEY 
MUST BE SERVED HOT AS FIRE. 
The best way to get them to the 
table without giving them a chance 
to cool off is to carve them in the 
kitchen right in the pan in which 
they were cooked (allow one duck to 
a person, using only the breasts) 
have earthenware or pottery plates 
terribly hot and send the duck to the 
table on the plates. 

If you have a duck press that is 
divine, if you have not, a small cider 
press will answer the purpose. Take 
the carcasses and press all the blood 
out of them into a very hot pottery 
pitcher. Pass this along with a 
pitcher of melted butter after the 
rice (be sure and use wild rice) has 
been passed. Serve nothing else with 
the duck but crisp celery and grits 
muffins. 

Do not stuff the duck you are go- 
ing to cook with anything as it de- 
tracts from the natural flavor of it. 

Serve claret at room temperature 
with this. 

I always suggest to my guests that 
anyone not liking very underdone 
game may have it taken back to the 
kitchen and cooked a bit more. You 
see, to some people, bloody, or very 
rare meat is repulsive. 

I think it a bad idea at a wild duck 
dinner to have soup. Let the duck 
be the first course and then have a 
green vegetable course, such as broc- 
coli or artichoke hollandaise come 
along as an extra course, and end up 
with a simple dessert and maybe 
some cheese and crackers and Port. 

If you like you can serve the celery 
braised. Its divine this way and if 
you do this you will not need to have 
the extra vegetable course. 

Braised Celery 

Cut the celery stalks into 3 or 4 
inch lengths; prepare 35 to 40 
lengths. Saute in 3 tablespoons of 
butter in a heavy frying pan until 
delicately brown and somewhat tend- 
er. Stir from time to time. Add %

ting a jump. So it was Espadin as 
Mr. Colwill chose, with the place to 
Terry’s Winner, and the show to E.

Eight bona fide 
hunters paraded and ran beautifully 
bunched around the first of the three 
points and up to the second. Coming 
straight in to the finish, Mr. J. G. 
Leiper’s Cherry Brook, winner for 
the past two years ,was being hard 
pressed by Mr. Jack Hamilton, up on 
Mrs. George R. Packard Jr.’s Rock- 
land, and the crowd surged beyond 
the snow fence that lined the stretch 
to see the finish, not realizing that 
Mr. Ned Owen was coming in hell for 
leather on a different tack with Miss 
Olivia Cover’s Ante. First Mr. Owen 
shouted at the crowd for room, and 
not being heard, slipped from the 
saddle to try to check his mount, but 
two spectators were run down, and 
they, horse, rider, went to the ground 
in a gory melee. One of the specta- 
tors was badly hurt and taken to the 
hospital, while the other two men 
and the horse miraculously escaped 
serious injury. 

Mr. Leiper and Cherry Brook won 
the race and the trophy outright by 
a secant neck from Rockland, while 
Mr. Clothier, thirty pounds over- 
weight, took third place with his 
1935 winner Memories. 

In the two and a half mile steeple- 
chase for amateur riders, Francis H. 
McAdoo’s Red Warrior, Mr. Watters 
up, bested a field of three others by 
some twenty lengths, with Mr. Perry 
Benson second with his Fighting 
Cock, while Mr. Disston came in ten 
lengths farther back with Mr. Leip- 
er’s pace setting Abenaki. 

C. Mahlon Kline’s Rock Lion fin- 
ished alone in the three horse field 
that went in the two mile brush race. 
Mr .Tom Halladay came a cropper at 
the first from his Flying Feathers, 
but remounted, only to suffer a worse 
spill at the second jump. 

From there Mr. Leiper’s odds-on 
Corky, Mr. Powers up, and Rock Lion 
ran neck and neck till just after the 
sixth, where Corky, the dependable, 
ran out. Mr. Powers quickly took 
back and set out after Rock Lion,
